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Applicant believes that the amendment of original independent claim 1 as set forth 
herein renders the prior rejection of claim 1 as anticipated under 35 USC § 1 02(e) by Lin et 
aL, US Patent No. 5,528,235 and by Krishnan, US Patent No. 6,377,685 now moot in view 
of the clarification of independent claim 1 as amended herein. Additionally, because original 
independent claim 1 was not held as rejected under §103, the prior rejections under §103 
are also now moot.
